County Agents Have 
New Spray Schedule 
For Fruit Gardeners 


A new spray schedule for homo 
garden fruits has been prepared by 
entom ologists and plant pathologists 
of the agricultural extension serv­ 
ices, for the benefit of those with 
only a few fruit trees, bushes or 
vines. Tile new schedule, available 
through county agents, has been pre­ 
pared for use of the 3 to 5 gallon 
sprayers. 
Preparation of the various sprays 
has

simplified

spiKins and cups for measuring the 
chem icals, instead of the Intricate

systems. 
Timing
